Best Conditions 
for Home Study 


How Evening Work Can 
Be Made Easier for the 
Small Student. 


By MARY G. McCORMICK

Home study is one of the relics 
of a harsher and less enlightened 
age in sducation. In many up-to- 
date school systems home study has 
long ago been abolished, but in others 
the child is still condemned to pass 
his evenings laboring over school 
work that should have been locked 
behind him in the classroom or study 
ball. 

In such cases parents should see 
that the home work is done under 
the best possible physical and men- 
tal conditions, so that it will result 
in the least harm to the child’s 
health. 

Among the items to be considered 
in providing proper, conditions for 
home study are proper lighting, 
proper seating, ventilation of the 
room, and quiet. The home work 
should be illuminated by a. good 
bright light, preferably white shin- 
ing from the rear and slightly 
above the head of the child. If the 
material sets up a glare, he should 
wear an eye shade. The child should 
be seated in a comfortable chair 
with a straight back so that he will 
not be tempted to slouch down or, 
sit in a position which is bad Tor his 
health.
